Farm Youths Talk Safety 


What would y ou do if y ou had only one day to make y our farm safer? 
That’s what newsmen asked a group of y oung safety ex perts at the 
recent National 4-H Club Congress in Chicago. They were winners of 
awards presented by General Motors in the National 4-H Farm and 
Home Safety Program. 
“ I’d declare a ‘safety day ’ and turn out the whole family to locate 
and mark all hazards on the farm,” was the answer of Margie Sellers, 
17 , Whitesboro, Tex as. Margie 3v as one of eight national winners 
awarded $300 college scholarships by GM. which also presented ex pense- 
paid trips to the 4-H Congress to both national and state winners 
among tne 425,000 4-H y ouths who took part in the safety program. 
All the y oungsters agreed that although safety demands continuing, 
day -by -day attention, it might be good to set aside one day for elimi­ 
nating hazards—and then go at the job as though there would be no 
more time for it. 
“ It would make y ou decide what safety improv ements 6 v ere most 
important, and then concentrate on them,” said George N. Fleming, 18 , 
Simms, Montana. “ I would check the things that get most use, such as 
farm machinery and home appliances, and make sure that they were in 
safe operating condition.” 
Gay le Giv ens, 17 , Frederick, Oklahoma, observ ed that a “ safety day ” 
would be a hard blow against one of safety ’s most dangerous enemies— 
procrastination. She and Erich Willen, 17 , Westminster, Mary land, both 
national winners— said that if they had only one day for safety they 
would concentrate on the home. 
“ That’s where most accidents happen,” Erich ex plained. “ I would 
check things like stairs, rugs, and medicines.” 
Hope E. Caswell, 17 , Canton, New York, said she would concentrate 
on eliminating fire hazards. 
“ They are often the least obv ious,” she said. “ And a bad fire it just 
about the most serious disaster that can hit a farm.” 
Other suggestions included proper storage of tools; building sturdy 
pens for liv estock, and checking electrical equipment. 
What would yo u do?

Austin.-—Legislators were get­ 
ting ready this week to tackle 
again the teacher pay problem as 
Governor Allan Shivers put out 
the word that a special session is 
coming up soon. 
Shivers’ 
move 
came 
quickly 
after a committee unanimously 
approved a compromise plan to 
raise teacher pay $402 per year. 
Th e committee was appointed by 
the governor and the Texas State 
Teachers Association. 
Governor Shivers told commit­ 
tee members that he would con­ 
vene the Legislature “ if this bill 
embodies what I understand it to. 
and submit it not only as your 
recommendation but as mine.’’ 
“I think we’ve all reached an 
accord here that I hope will be­ 
come an actuality,” he comment­ 
ed. 
Estimated cost of the proposed 
salary increase is $23,000,000 per 
year. 
The committee’s bill, how­ 
ever, docs not. include a method 
of financing the cost. 
School superintendent H. W. 
Slilhvell of Texarkana told the 
committee that the governor had 
indicated the subject of more tax 
revenue might he submitted to 
legislators if the money is not in 
sight from other sources. 
Involved in this question is the 
natural gas pipeline tax which is 
before the U. S. Supreme Court. 
This tax would yield about $1,000,- 
000 a month, in addition to the 
$45,000,000 
already 
impounded 
from the levy. 
Although the trill provide* that 
th e pay increase would not s ta rt 
until the 1954-55 school year, Stil­ 
ls ell said h e is hopeful that some 
bonuses for this year might he 
•pproved once the Legislature Is 
in session.

“Don’t Be the Dead of Winter!” Safety 
Official Urges Hanhin Area Motorists 


“ Don’t be the dead of winter!” 
Colonel E 
B. Tilley of Houston, 
president of the Texas Safety As­ 
sociation and services advisor for 
the Gulf Oil Corporation, warned 
motorists of the Hamlin region 
this w'eek in a special release to 
The Herald. 
“ W inter weather can he dead­ 
ly— to the unwary,’’ Colonel fillev 
pointed out. 
“ In winter, streets 
and highwavs often are wet or 
covered with snow and ice,” he 
said, “ and car control is difficult 
Also, visibility- or lac of it 
can 
be a dangerous, even fatal prob­ 
lem,’’ he pointed out. 
“ In nearly one out of five fatal 
accidents in 1952, according to the 
National Safety Council, the road 
condition was wet, muddy, snowy 
or icy,” he said. 
“ And in one out 
of eight fatal accidents, the driv­ 
er’s vision was obscured. 
Atiout 
two-fifths of these obstructions to 
vision were reported as rain, snow 
or sleet on the windshield,” Colo­ 
nel Tilley explained. 


“ You have to see danger to avoid 
it,” he said, “ and you have to have 
your car under control at all times 
if you are to stop in time to pre­ 
vent an accident.” 
He listed six basic rules for 
winter driving to help counteract 
these dangers. 
The rules are: 


1 -Accept 
your responsibility. 
Always be prepared to sn.eet the 
hazards of winter driving 
You 
can’t expect the weatherman to 
lae the blame for your accidents. 
2.-—Get the ‘ feel” of the road. 
When 
you 
are 
driving 
slowly, 
away from traffic, try brakes oc­ 
casionally to find out just how 
slick the road is. 
And above all, 
drive slowly, adjusting your speed 
to road and w'eather onditions. 
3.— Keep the windshield clear. 
Steam, snow, ice and sleet may 
loud 
car 
windows 
and 
wind­ 
shields. 
Be sure windshield wip­ 


ers and defrosters are in top work­ 
ing condition. 


4. 
Use tire chains when there 
is ice or snow on the roads. 
Re­ 
inforced chains will cut stopping 
distances about half. 
5. 
Pump your brakes rapidly 
to slow down or stop. 
Jamming 
on the brakes when roads are slip­ 
pery can throw you into a dan­ 
gerous skid. 


6 
Follow at a safe distance. 
Keep well 
back of the vehicle 
ahead so that you will have plenty 
of room to stop in an emergency. 
Rememl^er that even with 
tire 
chains it takes more than twice 
the distance to stop on snow and 
ice as it doCs to stop on dry con­ 
crete without chains. 
Colonel Tilley called attention

Hamlin Area to Share in Oil Production 
Cut for February as Stock s at New High 


Oil production in Central West 
Texas’ District 7 -B of which the 
Hamlin area is a part w'ill share 
in pro ration cuts for the month 
of February, as announced this 
week by the Texas Railroad Com­ 
mission from Austin. 


W ith a cautious eye on continu­ 
ing high stocks of crude oil. the 
commission ordered the state's 
daily permissive oil flow cut 40.206 
barrels in February. 


The curtailment, achieved by 
allowing two less days of flow in 
the short month, will place the 
allowably of 2,830,148 barrels per 
day February 1. 


Commission Chairman Ernest 
Thompson noted that at the rate 
w'ells are being brought in, the 
allowable will automatically rise 
enough during February to aver­ 
age a b o u t 
the same as for Janu­ 
ary. 
Next month's production pat­ 
tern will allow 15 days of flow 
state-wide and in the East Texas 
Field, both of w’hlch are now on 
17 days. 
The Kelly-Snyder Field 
w ill continue on 15, and Pickton 
on 
nine 
Pantex 
and 
Pewett 
Ranch Fields w ill he cut one day 
each, to 15 and 19. 
Most oil purchasers recommend­ 


ed greater production, but Thomp­ 
son firm ly indicated before they 
started talking he was in no mood 
to vote for an increase. 


He cited figures showing the 
total of national stocks of crude 
and prdoucts on January 9 was 
617,805.000 barrels, or 39,753,000 
more than a year ago. 


“Stocks have been working off 
fairly satisfactorily the last three 
or four months as far as crude is 
concerned, but as was indicated a 
while ago, gasoline stocks are still 
very, very high, and w ill continue 
to accumulate until the gasoline 
consuming 
season 
starts 
up 
again," Thompson said. 


“All of the good that has been 
pretty w’ell offset by refineries in­ 
sisting on high through-put."

‘There have been several qurs 
tions raised regarding our agency 
and the Soil Conservaton Service,’’ 
I^ehmberg wrote The Herald, “ and 
I believe the following release 
will help answer them." 
Administrators C. M. Ferguson 
and D. A. W illiam s of the Federal 
Extension Service and Soil Con­ 
servation Service, respectively, re­ 
leased a joint statement this week 
dealing with the relationship of 
the two services. 
“ We regard,” 
they said, “ this statement as a 
significant expression of the co­ 
operative relationship between the 
two agencies.” 
Their statement follows: 
The 
conservation and proper care and 
development of our soils is basic 
to the economic well-being of the 
families now farming and ranch­ 
ing and those who are to follow. 
It is essential to the future of 
I the nation’s food supply and to the 
| continued expansion of efficient 
food and fiber production to meet 
our ever-growing population needs. 
The re-organization of the Soil 
Conservation Service Is designed 
to carry forward a more effective 
national program and to strength­ 
en the work in each state. It does 
not charge in any way the func­ 
tions of the SCS in carrying out a 
national program of soil and water 
conservation 
prim arily 
through 
soli conservation districts. The Soil 
Conservation Service and the Ex­ 
tension Service continue to have 
the responsibility for effective co­ 
operation at county, state and na­ 
tional levels. 
Both services will 
look to the state experiment sta­ 
tions and to the Agricultural Re­ 
search Service of the depat tment 
for improved technology through 
which to assist local people In 
handling their programs. 
The work of the Extension Serv­ 
ice and 
the 
Soil Conservation 
Service w ill succeed only with the 
enthusiastic, w'holo-hearted sup­ 
port and efforts of farm andj-anch 
people. 
Both require the contin­ 
ued development of well-informed 
leadership in soil conservation dis­ 
tricts, farm organizations, plan­ 


ning committees and other such 
groups. 
The use erf the soil and water re­ 
sources must dovetail into and 
prvoide a base for sound farm man­ 
agement, cropping practices, live- ! 
stock management, machinery re­ 
quirements, 
building needs 
and 
marketing opportunities, while nt 
the same time onserving and im­ 
proving those basic resources. 
These objectives w ill lie accom­ 
plished only through the closest 
possible kind of teamwork be­ 
tween the technical assistance of 
the Soil Conservation Service and 
Extension teaching, through dem­ 
onstration and other means of ed­ 
ucation, to encourage farmers to 
adopt farm practices consistent 
with the sound use of land and 
water resources. 
Such teamwork 
w ill result only from harmonious 
inter-agency relations. 
These re 
lations do not occur by chance. 
They develop and come to full 
fruition through every-day on- 
the-job teamwork, with a com­ 
mon objective and the best in­ 
terests of the farmer and the 
rancher, his family, his land and 
other resources in mind.

All th e evidence was 
p ro duced in th e fo rm o f affidavits, 
and th ese were alway s w ritten In 
th e th ird p erso n, th e o bject being 
to co nceal co mp letely fro m th e 
accused bo th th e name and th e 
identity o f th e witness.

co urse, will center aro und th e 
Co mmumsl menace. Th eir tactics 
h ave been to emp lo y o ur co nstitu­ 
tio n and o ur laws to p ro tect th em ­ 
selves wh ile th eyr wp rk diligently 
nt th e task o f try ing to o verth ro w 
th at co nstitutio n and th o se laws 
It will p rim arily co ncern emp lo y ees 
o f th e federal go vernment and 
p erh ap s many state and lo cal go v­ 
ernments in th is co untry , as wrell 
as emp lo y ees o f m anufacturing 
co ncerns engaged in defense wo rk. 
No m atter wh o a man is o r wh ere 
h e co mes fro m, h e sh o uld no t h ave 
o ven th e co lo r o f righ t o r p rivi­ 
lege to 
wo rk fo r any o f th e 
branch es o f o ur go vernment, na­ 
tio nal. state o r lo cal, no r fo r any 
industry ' engaged in defense wo rk 
o r W'o rk incidental th ereto , unless 
h e o r sh e is co mp letely and de­ 
vo tedly dedicated to o ur fo rm o f 
go vernment, o ur way o f life and 
th e basic p rincip les o n wh ich th ey 
were fo unded with no ifs, ands 
o r h uts.
